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Shuberts Float Bond Issue 


First Time “Legitimate” Has Interested Wall 
Street 


New York, June 28.—Following the lead of 
the moticn pictures and vaudeville in financing 
their operations thru stock and bond issues, 
the Shubert Theater Corporation completed ar- 
rangements this week for a $4,000,000 bond is- 
sue thru Seligman & Company, to be followed 


later by an issue of stock. 

The new money which will come in thru 
the sale of the bonds will he used to retire 
$1,800,000 of outstanding income debenture 


bonds and to provide addit’onal working capi- 
tal, 

While other amusement: 
sold stock to the public, this operation is unique 
in floating a bond issue and jit is also the 
first time a branch of the ‘‘legitimate’’ has 
offered its securities for sale to the investing 
public, 

The stock, which will be of no par value, 
will be floated after the bonds are disposed 
of. Holders of the bonds will be entitled to 
buy them at $50 per share, at the rate of ten 
to each $1.000 bond, and a warrant to that 
effect will form part of the bond. Altogether 
150,000 shares of common stock will be issued 
for public sale and 250,000 shares will be held 
by Lee and J. J. Shubert, thus giving them 
voting control of the corporation. They 
will remain as the active heads of the corpora- 
tion. 

The Shubert Circnit consists of eighty-six 
theaters, leased, owned or booked thruout the 
country in first-class cities and some 750 
theaters in the one-night stand class Lee 
Shubert states that the booking of these houses 
forms the major part of the corporation’s busi- 
ness, the making of productions being responsi- 
ble for less than one-third of the firm's profits. 

Earning figures of the Shubert Theater Cor- 
poration, which is the largest of its kind in the 
world, have been made public for the first 
time. For fiscal years ending in each case on 
June 30 the corporation reported net earni 
after depreciation and available for interest 
on bonds and federal taxes as follows: §1.-

Premised upon an hypothetical twenty-fourth 
amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States which compels all men between the ages 
of twenty-five and forty-five to marry, whether 
they feel so disposed or not, ‘‘Try It With 
Alice’? moves thru its three acts ‘to the final 
curtain in much the same manner as a burlesque 
show, with a series of illogical, yet mildly 
amusing, episodes and situations, calculated to 
be risque forming its only reason for being a 
play, if such it may be termed. It is pro- 
grammed as a ‘farce comedy of the future’, 
and us theatrical entertainment is ‘‘fair to 
middlin’ "’, but there is doubt whether its life 
will be much longer than would be the life of 
such an amendment as the twenty-fourth, were 
a law of its nature in existence. 

The author, Allen Leiber, who is the brother 
of Fritz Leiber, the noted actor, has attempted 
to be considerably shocking in the writing of 
this, his first Broadway play. He has suc- 
ceeded to a degree, and it might be suggested 
here and now, in consequence of some of the 
vulgarity in ‘‘Try It With Alice”, that in case 
there is still room for more amendments to the 
Constitution one might be for the prohibition 
of plays which wallow in smut. 

The action of Leiber’s opus does not take 
place in a bedroom, and thus does not follow 
out the too often practiced theory that a farce 
is not a farce without such a setting. Its 
locale is the bachelor quarters of Sam Ashton, 
who is still happy in his celibacy, but whose 
fate wili be the hoosegow provided he hasn't 
walked to the altar ‘‘by midnight’’. According 
to the twenty-fourth amendment, a draft board 
with a reserve of unshackled women will see to 
it that all men who haven't married by that 
time are conscripted into connubial warfare 
and wives selected for them 

The complications begin after Billy Kirk- 
wood, Sam’s pal, in a frantic cudgeling of the 
brain for some avenue of escape from the 
dreaded marriage law, hits upon the plan of 
masquerading as a woman. He does a Julian 
Eltinge, dressing up in a costume which he had 
disported himself in years back while assuming 
the role of a lassie in a college play. A clergy- 
man is called in, and Billy and Sam, to all 
appearances, get hooked up as man and wife, 
thus evading the exactions of the twenty-fourth 
amendment. 

This works splendidly, but entangles both 
Sam and his wife, Beatrice (Billy), in a num- 
ber of ticklish sitmations, which run the gamut 
of embarrassment to all concerned. 

A good deal of comedy is supplied by the 
character of Harry Mattox, who alone shares 
the secret of the “*‘marriage’’. His wife, Alice, 
takes the ‘‘to-all-ontward-appearance’’ Beatrice 
a little too far inte her confidence, with the 
result that when she invites Beatrice to try 
on some new lingerie Harry verges on the 
point of committing murder 

Any pumber of similar situations mark the 
texture of the farce. Some of the comedy is 
downright trite, some of it truly funny, but it 
is really not very entertaining, nor is it, on 
the other band, very irritating, to sit thru a 
play in which a character passes as a total 
stranger before his closest friends merely by 
the aid of a pseudo-feminine voice, a blond 
wig and some feminine habiliment, 

Teddy Gibson, doing the duo role, makes the 
play fairly palatable stuff, however, altho his 
impersonation of ‘‘Beatrice’’ is far from con- 
vincing. The other members of the cast like-

Every art pas thru three stages in its 
evolution It is first manifested in a primitive 
state from which it rises to its highest pitch 
of perfection, from which it passes thru a state 
of decadence. In the primitive state there wilt 
often be found a true beauty, a beauty groping 
its way, a little stiff, but free from sophistica- 
tion; the perfect state speaks for itself, beauty 
always lies there; the state of decadence only 
rarely yields beauty. This fact is so easily 
demonstrable that [ will belabor 1t no more; 


I merely cite it because I believe the “Ziegfeld 
Follies’ is a living witness to its truth 
Righteen years ago Ziegfeld conjured up the 
best idea for light musical entertainment that 
do cropped ont we the Gilbert and Sullivan 
operas. Tle started in a small way to develop 
it. This w the primitive state when the 


‘Follies’ had o beauty and «a worth that made 
New York talk long and loud. This continued 
until Ziegfeld, in an idle moment, wandered 


futo the Park Theater and saw “The Gardey 
of laradise’’, a show which was a bad failure, 
but which first revealed to New York = the 
wonderful scenic art of Josef Urban It ap- 
parently hit Ziegfeld hard for he engaged 
Urban to do the next Vollies’’. It was 
superbly beautiful and Ziegfeld, not having yer 
lost his funny bone, combined it with the com- 
edy of the old ‘Follies’ and made a gorgeous 
and satisfying entertainment of it. That was 
the perfect state. After a while seenic decora 
tion, feminine pulehritude and costumes 
away with the show and it passed into its 
state of decadence, Now with Urban out, the 
display cut down and a pitifully small amount 
of comedy, the ‘‘Follies’’ can be said to

reached the lowest ebb of its long career, 

The most glaring fault of the current “Fo! 
lies*® fs its lack of comedy. Even Will Roger 
perhaps our wittiest monologist, is getting less 
than bis usual share of the laughs. The most 
consistent laugh-getter is Lupino Lane, an ex- 
traordinary dancer, a delightful singer of 
comic song and an unctuous comedian. Mr 
Lane has one real chance at the audience in 
a comedy sketch und he makes quite the most 
of it, Thru his efforts it became the only 
memorable laughing spot in the whole show 

It strikes me that Ziegfeld has lost his sens: 
for comedy. It may be that he gtarts rehearsals 
with genuinely good comedy material and 
throws it out before an audience sees it It 
often happens that a comedy skit will have 
the entire company rolling off the chairs during 
the first week of rehearsals. The second week 
it is not so funny. The third week it is bore- 
some and the fourth week it is in the ‘‘garage’’ 
Many a comedy scene has been killed by that 
process before an andience saw it and it may 
be that something like that happens in the 
“Follies”. If so, it should stop, for if any 
show is in need of lively scenes this ‘‘Fol- 
lies’’ is, 

Then, too, Urban is missed. His striking 
colors were just what this show needs. The 
scenery and costumes, while tasteful, are not 
eve-filling. On the other hand, I Nked the 
staging of Julian Mitchell, which has an air of 
gentility and quiet elegance which is quite 
charming. 

Ann Pennington is again with the show and 
is as piquantly graceful as ever; Vivienne 
Segal, with the best voice in musical comedy, 
is given a number or two and sings them beau- 
tifully; Irving Fisher is the principal male 
singer and a good one; Tom Lewis amused 
with his mixed monolog; the Kelo Brothers 
stopped the show dead with a remarkable 
dance; the Tiller Girls are as amazingly won- 
derful dancers as ever. The music is about 
on an even level of excellence, with two out- 
standing numbers, ‘“‘Biminy’’ and ‘Adoring 
You’. Victor Herbert, having passed into the 
Great Beyond, is discovered to be a great 
composer and a tribute is paid to his memory 
with revivals of some of his big song bits. 
There is no novelty in the show, the best num- 
ber being one in which the ultra-violet light 
is used for a luminous effect. This was new 
three years ago Ziegfeld has committed a 
mistake he has carefully avoided in all the 
years he has shown Hving pictures. He has 
his nudes move In fact, be goes so far as 
to bring three figures right out of the frame 
to do a dance in front of it. 

Taken all in all, the ‘Follies’ is a big 
disappointment I know that Ziegfeld is one 
to stick with his show and whip it into shape. 
It may be another story in four weeks. Just 
at present it is somewhat shy of the beauty 
he has led us to expect in this show and it 
is the most unfunny of the series. His

ences are bursting to laugh and find pothing 
to laugh at; they look for a lavish display of 
color and fabrics and only get it once or twice. 
Again, I repeat, the ‘Follies’ is in a state of 
decadence. It is on the downgrade. Better 
the primitive than this. If Ziegfeld cannot 
again combine the beauty with the fun he 
might better go back to where he started and 
give us a ‘Follies’? of the type of his 1907 
show. There was no scarcity of laughs there. 
In the ‘‘Follies of 1924" they are as rare as 
a “No Smoking’ sign in a cigar store. He 
will find there is more kudos in a funny show 
than in all the scenery, girls and fabrics he 
can throw together. If he doubts this let him 
reread the notices of “I'll Say She Is’’.

Sl IT THE FACE 
Gallico, in The Daily News, gives some 
iteresting hints on bow man should arrange 
hair for becomingness, which are well 
orth pertsing:

SUMMER WEATHER AFFECTS 
HOUSES IN INDIANAPOLIS 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 26.—Amusement 
houses in Indianapolis are beginning to feel 


the effects of summer weather in a general 
decrease in attendance. Most managers say 
they are feeling other effects besides those 
related to temperatures, with the result that 
attendance at local houses is from 20 to @# 
per cent below normal summer patronage. 

Interviews with managers of ten leading 
houses reveal a reluctance on their part to 
talk about summer business and a positive re- 
fusal to be quoted. One house reports business 
SO per cent under normal, another 20, another 
40, two 50 per cent, while yet another says 
his business is 60 per cent below normal. 

Various causes are mentioned for this de- 
crease, the most ¢ommon being the automobile 
and the fact that it can be purchased on 
ridiculously easy terms. People are riding these 
hot nights instead of going to shows. The 
decrease is in no sense due to a lack of money, 
say the managers. 

One manager said that if he could get good 
pictures that would measure up to the grade of 
his patrons he would be able to fill his house 
twice a day no matter what the weather was, 
is almost impossible to get any 
great number of really first-class pictures. 
“The public is far better educated than the 
Producers realize," he said, ‘and perhaps 
better educated than the Producers themselves.’* 


PROTEST AGAINST “CYTHEREA” 


Washington, June 28.—Dr. Arthur Padro, 
charge d'affaires here of Cuba, this week filed 
a vigorous protest against the moving picture 
“Cytherea"’, charging that it misrepresented 
Cuban life and gives the impression that his 
country is a land of “bull fights’ and beg- 
gars”. He also said that misrepresentations 
contained in the picture were taken up with 
the Washingtoa representative of Will Hays 
several months ago, but that recent exhibitions 
of the film indicate that nothing had been 
done. Executives of the two Crandall theaters, 
which have been showing the film, denied this 
and stated that the requested deletions had 
been made prior to the public showing of the 
film.

Berlin News Letter

ERLIN, June 3.—Discussions between the 
I. A. L. and the Managers’ Association 
for putting up a new tariff contract are 
set for June 17. Indications are that the 
present deadlock will continue. Theatrical bust- 
ness is terrible all over the country, with the 
summer hardly begun, and bad news as to in- 
ability of paying salaries and closings of 
theaters, music halls and cabarets, so it is 


rather evident that the present period is hardly 
suitable for new tariff discussions. In fact 
some managers declare they don't care what 
happens so long as they are able to keep 
things going without being obliged to ask for a 
receiver and no threat of a strike will move 
them. Conditions are somewhat different from 
those of five years ago, when the present tariff 
contract came into being; then the country was 
in a hysterical mood for amusements of any 
sort and, in spite of a very profound shortness 
of food and other necessities of life, money was 
forthcoming easily (paper money at that) and 
it was then when cabarets and dance floors 
sprung up like mushrooms. Many a speculator, 
war profiteer or rag and bone merchant be- 
came a herr director over night by renting 
a shop or empty cellar and putting up a 
beauty ballet show, with wine compulsory. 
In the occupled territory, especially at 
Cologne and Coblenz, nothing but champagne 
would be asked for by the Tommies and 
Sammies, since thelr pay in sterlings and dol- 
lars was of enormous value in paper marks. 
Today Cologne {3 even worse in regard to show 
business th#m Berlin and Cologne cabarets and 
musie halls are mighty glad to sell a glass 
of beer to their customers, if any. The mark 
is stabilized and money extremely tight, with 
banks charging enormous interest if willing to 
borrow and with living conditions having gone 
up considerably, despite the fact that most 
people earn less than fn pre-war days, there 
is a hard struggle in front of the I. A. lL. 
fighting for at least an equal tariff contract 
with additional payment for traveling and 
matinees, 

Manager Weise-Sachse is wanted by the 
police, Not so long ago he glaringly adver- 
tised in the trade papers the enormous bills of 
his local cabarets and music halls. When the 
inflation came to an end Weise-Sachse added 
another house, the Walhalla, playing big-time 
vaudeville and booking foreign turns that would 
have secured a date with the Wintergarten or 
Scala. One of the foreign turns booked was 
the late Carl Hertz. The Walhalla, as reported, 
went broke just before Easter and one by one 
his other houses did Nkewise. Weise-Sachse, 
who is not identical with Manager Richard 
Weise, of Zelt I, was the type of unscrupulous 
manager who put all their confidence in un- 
dressed girl shows. 

The Grosse Volks Oper, one of the four 
Berlin grand opera houses, has just averted 
a crisis by cutting its monthly salary list 
of 50,000 marks ($12,500), sharply reducing 
all salaries above 150 marks monthly, At first 
it looked as if no salaries at all were to be 
paid May 31 and the actors, aware of the 
financial situation, in a mass meeting unani- 
mously demanded the resignation of Director 
Lange, whom they blamed for all the trouble. 
Yesterday a settlement was effected when it 
became known that a well-known Berlin 
financier, whose name is mentioned in con- 
nection with a famous opera singer, put down 
sufficient cash to meet current obligations, 
conditional of afove salary cuttings. 

The local amusement tax has been reduced 
from 15 to 5 per cent In legitimate theaters, 
following a sharp protest with the municipal 
authorities, magagers pointing to the disastrous 
theatrical conditions. It became known that 
the Comoedia Valetti, Wallner, Lustspielhaus, 
Apollo and Friedrichwilhelmstaedtische all went 
smash after losing money heavily, while at 
some of those theaters still playing actors are 
on a commonwealth basis and hardly make 
sufficient to live. Movies also had the tax 
reduced from 23 to 15 per cent. The Wallner, 
with Lehar’s ‘“Frasquita’, is named as the 
worst loser of the lot, its manager paying 
Hermann Jadlowker 2,000 marks ($300) per 
day for more than six weeks consecutively. 

The German film industry, with few ex- 
ceptions, is in troubled waters and club chairs 
and other swell office paraphernalia sell 
cheap these days on account of so many film 
concerns having to clear out. As already re- 
ported, this country is swamped wit! American 
films, which seem to be in public demand, and 
in consequence those dear native film stars, 
who still have the grace of asking $12,000 
for each production, are now glad if offered 
a cabaret engagement at 50 marks per day. 
Some smart film producers have found out that 
they can procure American stars at a lower 
figure and in addition to Mae Marsh, who is 
screening here, other ‘‘names”’ from Hollywood 
will arrive shortly. The Randolph Film Com- 
pany, altho only recently starting a new pro- 
duction, “Tristan”, is out of the ficld after 
declaring its inability to meet obligations. 


Tamara Karsavina, well-known Russian 
dancer, was a tremendous disapointment as a 
drawing card at the Wintergarten last month. 
Her figure was $1,750 per week. Not for 
many years has business been so poor at the 
Wintergarten as during her engagement, in 
spite of a big additional bill and heavy ad- 
vertising. 

Alice Hechy, German musical comedy star, 
has been ordered to pay 15,000 marks ($3,750) 
damages to Manager Haller, of the Admirals, 
for breaking her contract. Altho signing an

Such a plan is suicidal for beth bureau and 
community Moreover, overselling a town in- 
vites deficits But a deficit is not any proof 
that the town has been oversold. In fact, I 
believe that that is seldom the case. There is 
bot one way to determine whether a town is 
oversold and that is by comparisen I find 
that there are few communities of twenty five 
hundred people where less than $10,000 is spent 
for moving pictures each year, and a stock 
company giving plays for a week will take out 
more money than the cost of a five-day chau- 
tanqua. From this it is seen that the proportion 
of towns oversold is a small one. 

Poor advertising. In years past that might 
have been a fertile cause of deficits. Sut year 
by year chautauqua advertising has improved, 
and, while there is still room for improvement, 
yet it is not now a perceptible element in the 
ack of success. 

Poor local management. In looking over the

a few loose-thinking newspaper editors who al 
low ‘‘predjudists’’ to plant in their columns 
that ‘‘nearly all fairs have barred carnivals''— 
their readers see for themselves and actually 
know differently.

fellow knows he is liable to get “in Dutch"

used better judgment. 

It must have required a great deal of think- 
ing on the part of some ‘‘powers that be’’ in 
Michigan to figure out one is ‘“‘less liable’ to 
catch a contagious disease in a moving picture 
theater than while attending an out-in-the-open 
show.

Regardless of the many “ti mes we have called 
their particular attention to the matter, sev- 
eral “show letter’’ writers have been mailing 
these notes from their shows late in the week, 
and probably have ‘‘wondered’’ why they did 
not reach Cincinnati in time for the ‘‘next 
issue’’. For instance, five ‘‘show letters’? were 
datelined and mailed June 21, and two of 
these didn't reach the publication office until! 
the following Tuesday. The last forms of 
The Billboard are printed Monday nights. 


A few lines from Adolph Seeman were in 
effect that his return to the hospital for treat- 
ment was not of his choosing, but upon advice 
of friends.
